DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claim 1 objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 1, "the 
innersole lining" and "the heel" lack proper antecedent basis. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the more recent patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
, Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
6464654 (Montgomery) in view of US 2931893 (Gonzalez Arias et al). 
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Montgomery teaches a shoe substantially as claimed except for the access door 
to the batteries under the innersole lining. Montgomery is silent with regard to the sole 
being semi-rigid, the shoe being a soft-bodied fabric shoe and having an innersole 
lining. The examiner takes official notice that these features are old and conventional in 
the art. Therefore it would have been obvious to provide the shoe of Montgomery with 
the sole being semi-rigid, the shoe being a soft-bodied fabric shoe and having an 
innersole lining. Regarding the access door, the access door (36) of Montgomery is 
located in the heel area of the sole. Gonzalez Arias teaches the access door (12) to the 
batteries can be located under the innersole (10) so that the door will be hidden from 
view, see col. 2, lines 30-42. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to have the access door of Montgomery to be located under the innersole lining, in 
view of the teaches of Gonzalez Arias, so that the door will be hidden from view. 

Conclusion
